Before the days of wiA fencing, the 
common fencing materials were rails, 
boards, pickets, stumps, stone and 
hedges. 
The most popular fences for inclos­ 
ing fields before the days of wire 
fencing were rail fences; while in rn rd 
fences or picket fences were common­ 
ly used for inclosing gardens or lawn! 
Building a rail fence was a matter 
of great skill and no little labor. The 
trees that were to be used for rails 
were first cut into. logs of the desired 
length, and the logs were then split 
into rails. Oak and chestnut were the 
favorite woods l'tiir rails iii the country 
where I grew up, but hickory and 
walnut and bard maple and tile other 
hardwood trees were also used. W 
built rail fences would Inst for a half 
century or more, increasing in pictur­ 
esqueness as they became weathered 
and overgrown wifh moss and lichen 
Old rail fences were a favorite haunt 
of the striped chipmunk and the lizard 
and tlwi fence corneas of such fences 
were usually grown up with blackber­ 
ries, sassafras, sumac and the like.
